Minutes of EIDXA meeting of Sept. 19, 1980. The meeting was called to order by 
president K@JSY at 7:40 at the REC building in Marion, Iowa 


Members in attendance were CF, AFL, SML, IZ, WP, M, INR, AL, GT, SR, VX, EIF, 
VM, PR, AYM, JSY, LUZ, F, EJ, GA, Q. 


Visitors in attendance were K8BI, WAPPF, WD@BKT, WAZGCX, and WD@AWL 
Minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 


Treasurers report reported an amount of $157.66 in the treasury. W WP submitted 
pills of $15.13 for mailings and{i5.42 for coffee and donuts. Coffee donations 
for the evening amounted to $8.25. The club also accepted $14.25 from the qsl 
committee for money received above expenses. 


K@ISY has been appointed by CQ magazine as official checker of qsls for CQ awards. 


The ARRL National Convention will be held in Cedar Rapids in 1982. KQ@JSY is 
representing the EIDXA on general planning with CVARC committee. A committee 
for the DX portion of the convention to be hosted by EIDXA was formed. WOSR and 
WOWP were appointed as committee members, 


KZISY thanked the officers of 1979 for their help. 


WOWP gave o report on contest awards within the club to add incentive in participation. 
The committee is setting up criteria so that ail members have a chance of winning 

a certificate or plaque. WSML moved that the existing committee continue their 
project by organizing and developing an incentinve program. wOvx seconded and 

the motion carried. 


K@CF gave a report on the qsl committee. 14 members got qsls this time, K¢CF 
waved that $14.25 left over be donated to the club. The motion was seconded and 
it carried. Qsls can be ordered if new members want to order or old members 
reorder. It is less expensive however, if several members order at the same time. 
Example: 

3000 cards for 9 members $31.88 

3000 cards for 3 members $46.55 


A motion was made for the secretary to send copy of new CQ WW contest log to all 
members. Motion was seconded and carried. 


W2VX moved to make 1000 copies of the new CQ WW form. W@8ML seconded and the 
motion carried. 


KgVM gave a report on the progress of the EIDXA repeater. A repeater is now on with 
about 20 miles mobile coverage. The frequencies are 144.57 input/ 145.17 output. 
Items stilled for the project are transmit antennas, lockable cabinet, and some 
power supply components. The receive site has been arranged but a transmet site 

is still needed. The club :and committee are looking for a site. 

WASR moved that the repeater committee prepare a financial proposal for 

completing the repeater installation. At that time the club will decide if we 

will have a repeater. Motion was seconded and carried. 
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THE 1980-81 EIDXA CONTEST CHALLENGE 


The EIDXA contest incentive conmittee has jointly adapted the following 
contest award program for the upcoming season. 


1. OBJECT To increase the club total aggragate scores in this years 
Sweepstakes, CQWH, ARRL, DX, and CQ's WPX contests. 


2. AWARDS Certificates for each of the above contests will be awarded to 
the highest scoring (high) power effort and (low) power effort. Low power 
station being 250 watts or less and high power being more than 250 watts. 
Awards will be given to both SSB and CW winners. 


3. PLAQUES At the end of the contest season plaques will be awarded to: 
the highest SSB and CW combined total score for the whole season; for the 
SSB only combined total score, and the CW only combined total effort. 


4. RULES Rules pertinent to each individual contest are to be followed, 
The scores of each contest are to be relayed to the EIDXA club secretary 
by the contest log entry deadline. The secretary is the official record 
keeper for the Plaque and certificate program. 

Multi operator total scores will be divided equally among the participants. 
In the case of Sweepstakes, the score achieved will be multiplied by three 
for the end of year Plaque race. 

The three plaques will be awarded to three different operators. If an 
individual wins two or three classes he will be awarded the highest 
achievement plaque with the runner up winning the other. 

The preliminary winners will be announced at the club meeting following 
the final contest of the season. The plaques will be awarded following 
published results.
